S a n ta C lara riv er basin w iih dy ­ 
nam ite, tracto rs and all kinds o f 
farm in g im plem ents. A dditio nal 
h u n dreds o f searchers slo wly cu t 
th e ir way th ro u g h 
the 
debris 
and piled o f m u d and sand left 
by th e flo o d th a t swept the v al­ 
ley a fte r th e dam bro ke. 
The u no fficial 
list o f kno wn 
dead sto o d a t between 250 
and 
27 5, w ith 300 o r mo re still m is­ 
sing and m any o f them believ ed 
bu ried u nder debris o r swept o u t 
to sea. 
T he search was slo w, 
bu t 
it 
mo v ed faster as recru its cam e in 
fro m su rro u nding 
territo ry 
t j 
aid. 
A ro u nd th e 
tem po rary m o r­ 
g u es a t rescu e centers g ro u ps o f 
relativ es o f th e jjiissing w aited 
fo r m o re bo dies to be bro u g ht in. 
The searchers centered 
th eir 
effo rts to day near Satico y w here 
th e riv er had w idened and th e 
flo o d was spent. 
Elev en bo dies 
w ere fo u nd there and o fficials in 
charg e 
o f th e search 
believ ed 
m any m o re wo u ld be reco v ered. 
The 
reco v ered 
bo dies were 
badly mu tiKitd and lay hu ddled 
in a basin-like g rav e.

state fro m K entu cky w itho u t a 
certificate fro m th e 
K entu cky 
state v eterin arian certify ing they 
h ad been tu bercu lin tested. H ar­ 
wo o d is alleg ed to hav e bro u g ht 
th em into th e state o n the pre- 
» tex t o f u sing them as feeders 
and th e n so ld them fo r 
dairy 
cattle. He called a t th e o ffice o f 
Ju dg e Baltzell and anno u nced he 
w ished to plead g u ilty befo re a

The population of the 
Un ited States, 
ac­ 
re rd in g to cen sus estimates, is in creasin g at the 
I are of 1,Q0C,000 a y ear. 
In 25 y ears we will have 
150,000,COO people; by the y ear 2C00, which man y 
child ren n ow livin g will live to see, there will be 
20 J,000,000 American s. 
Thus it behooves us more th an ever before to 
’ook to our n atural resources. An d n on e of these 
resources is more im portan t th an our forests. 
Presid en t Cooliage has d esign ated the week 
of April 22 as Forest Week. 
In his proclam ation , 
he poin ts out: 
“The soil is the ultim ate source of all cur 
w ealth an d of life itself. 
O n e-fourth of our 
American soil is best suited for forests. Much of 
this lan d is alread y 
id le. 
More of it is 
bein g 
mad e id le by d estructive loggin g an d fire. 
Yet 
we can n ot safely perm it our forest lan d to lie 
fallowr an d useless, an y more th an we can per­ 
m it our farm s an d factories to lie id le.” 
Charles 
Lathrop 
Pack, 
presid en t of 
the 
American Tree Association , poin ts out th a t our 
first d uty is to begin growin g trees on our m il­ 
lion s of 
acres of id le lan d , 
barren sin ce 
the 
origin al tim ber was cut d own . 
For the prospec­ 
tive in crease in our population will m ean tre ­ 
men d ously in creased d em an d s on our forests; 
d em an d s th a t cur presen t forest areas, even un ­ 
d er the most scien tific m an agem en t, could n ot 
meet. 
We m ust build up reserve an d prepare 
for the future. 
Some states have alread y tackled this prob­ 
lem. 
In M assachusetts, for in stan ce, the three 
forest n urseries m ain tain ed by the state 
y ield 
about 4.000,000 y oun g trees every y ear. 
These 
trees are sold at cost, to be tran splan ted on id le 
lan d throughout the state. 
Pen n sy lvan ia 
also 
has been active 
in reforestation , 
an d in 
1926 
alon e set out upwTard s of 10,000,000 trees. 
But other states m ust co-operate. The prob­ 
lem d oes n ot seem pressin g at this m om en t; but 
by the time our child ren have grown to m aturi­ 
ty it will be. 
The time to act on it is n ow.

REPLANTING OUR FORESTS 


The population of the United States, ac- 


re rding to census estimates, is increasing at the 
me of l.OOC.OOO a year. In 25 years we will have 
150,000,000 people; by the year 2000, which many 
ch'idren H3\v living will live to see, there will be 
20J.OOO.OOO Americans. 


Thus it behoove? us more than ever before to 


'ook to our natural resources. And none of these 
resources is more important than our forests. 


President Coolidge has designated the week 


of April 22 as Forc'st Week. 
In his proclamation, 


he points out: 


"The soli is the ultimate source of all our 


wealth .-.nd oi' i:i\? itself. 
One-fourth of our 


Americrn soil is best suited for forests. Much of 
this land is already idle. 
More of it is being 


made idle by destructive logging and fire. Yet 
we cannot safely permit our forest land to lie 
fallow and useless, any more than we can per- 
mit our farms and factories to lie idle." 


Charles Lathrop Pack, president of 
the 


.American Tree Association, points out that our 
first duty is to begin growing trees on our mil- 
lions of acres of idle land, barren since 
the 


original timber was cut down. For the prospec- 
tive increase in our population will mean tre- 
mendously increased demands on our forests; 
demanc's that cur present forest areas, even un- 
der the most .scientific management, could not 
meet. 
We must build up reserve and prepare 


for the future. 


Some states have already tackled this prob- 


lem. 
In Massachusetts, for instance, the three 


forest nurseries maintained by the state yield 
nbout 4.000.COO younrr trees every year. "These; 
trees arc1 sold at cost, to b? transplanted on idle 
land throiiirhf.iil the statr. 
Pennsylvania 
also 


has been active in reforestation, and in 1926 
aione stt out upwards of 10,000.000 trees. 


But oMior stales must co-operate. The prob- 


lem does n.-;t sr-i-m pressing at this moment; but 
by the time our children have grown to maturi- 
ty it will be. The time to act on it is now. 


STAY IN THE LIMELIGHT ! 


Rushville, within the last month or so. has 


acquired prominence of wide repute, due to far 
reaching influc-r.ces that have done much to give 
this city a groat deal of publicity. 


The more rec-jnt piece of publicity which 


has brought prominence to Rushville is the ap- 
pcarr.nce of the basketball team in the National 
Tourney u Kansas City. 
Of the 55 teams en- 


tered from c\vry state, the Rushville team played 
in three games, r.iid met opposition from colleges. 


In press dispatches carried all over the coun- 


try the Rushviiie team was given much promi- 
nence. 
At the game last night when they met a 


university team from Missouri there were 7.000 
people in attendance, and they all knew that 
Rushville. Indiana, had a basketball team and 
that there was a city of such a name on the map. 


Directly in close harmony with this. Rush- 


viife now has a prominent place in Indiana bas- 
ketball circles, with the high school team being 
on* of the sixteen remaining teams in the state, 
an* the eyes of the entire state will be focused 
on the week-end gr.mes, so that everyone int?r- 
csted in athletics is aware of the fact that Rush- 
vilfc is on the map. 


Another thine which has done much recent- 


ly to give 
prominence to the city is the 
an- 


noancerr.cn;, from 
Washington that a federal 


poitorlirc would be built here. 
This is a most 


s'gtial honor, because in the entire list of mil- 
j o»s of dollars for such buildings, Rushville was 


the smallest city in the list, and the only second 
place postoffice, which was so favored. , 


With the recent announcement that Sena- 


tor Watson was entering other states in his 
presidential campaign, again poshes Rushville 
into the eyes of the entire nation. As his cam- 
paign goes forward, so will the publicity of our 
city, so that his success means greater things 
for Rushville. 


During the recent broadcast over WLW, Rush- 


ville and the county went into sections of the 
country that probably never knew before that 
such a place existed, and the 17,000 replies is 
significant of the fact. 


URGED TO HOLD THE STOCK 


There is scarcely a day but what one reads 


an account in Indiana newspapers where the tel- 
ephone companies are asking higher rates for 
their service, and what is more they usually 
get it! 


The Rushville plant is controlled by only 400 


share holders, and a fight has been on here for 
some time to obtain control of the plant by out- 
side factions. 


A pool of stock recently was entered into by 


a group representing a majority of the stock, 
but factions again are at work attempting to 
break up this pool, so that the stock can be ob- 
tained by the outside interests. 


Working with the outside people, are several 


local persons, and the stock-holders are urged 
to keep their stock in the pool, and forget all 
about selling. 


The outside interests are making offers to 


buy stock from $500 to $600 a share. There is 
no question of a doubt, but what this stock in the 
pool, will be sold some day for a price two or 
three times that amount, and surely $1,200 or 
$1,500 is not too much for the stock, considering 
the equipment and everything that lies back of 
the original investment. 


This appeal is sent out to the stock-holders, 


to hold on and stay with the pool. One thing is 
sure, when the pool decides to sell, it will be of 
such figures that the stock-holders will be glad 
that they stayed, but the main thing now is for 
these stock-holders to have civic pride enough to 
prevent the control and sale of the properties 
to a concern whose only desire is for financial 
purposes, and service is only a lesser considera- 
tion.
